Horse, one of the .first American 
flags in which thirteen stripes were 
used. Many believe that the strip- 
ed canton of this flag was adopted 
jby the designer of the Star-Spang- 
led Banner. 


The Grand Union Flag, sometimes 


called the Congress Colors, or Navy 
ensign, was the immediate ancestor 
of Old Glory. 
It had thirteen 


stripes, alternate red and white, 
with a union bearing the crosses of 
St. George and St. Andrew. This 
flag was hoisted by John Paul Jones 
aboard the Alfred, flagship of the 
new navy in the Delaware River, on 
December 3, 1775, and figured in 
many other stirring episodes. 


There is a certain mystery regard— 


ing the origin of our flag which has 
never been solved. Historians fail 
to agree as to who designed the flag 
or as to the origin of its chief sym- 
bolism, the stars and stripes, 
al- 


though a number of ingenious the- 
orise have been advanced. 


Many persons believe that Betsy 


Ross, a Philadelphia needlewoman, 
made the first sample of the Stars 
and Stripes, but the fate of. that 
original banner is unknown. Soon 
after it was authorized by Congress 
the flag was flown at a number of 
locations, and its popularity was 
assured.

Pennsylvania wheat farmers, who 


at the present time have more than 
15 acres of wheat planted and who 
have exceeded their wheat acreage 
allotment as set by the county agri- 
cultural 
conservation 
committee, 


thereby being subject to the pro- 
visions of the wheat 
marketing 


quotas, and who have not been en- 
rolled in the agricultural conserva- 
tion program, now have an oppor- 
tunity to reduce their wheat acreage 
so as to get within their allotment 
and quota and also to enroll in the 
program, the state Agriculture Con- 
servation Committee has announced. 


The committee has extended the 


date for enrolling in the 1941 pro- 
gram to June 20. Also, the 1941 
program has been amended so that 
"any farm on which an acreage has 
been planted to wheat in excess of 
the farm wheat allotment or 15 
acres, whichever is larger, the ex- 
cess may be plowed down, pastured, 
cut for hay. cut for ensilage or oth- 
erwise utilized for soil-building pur- 
poses: by clipping and leaving on 
the land, not later than June 20.

HATRED AND DISTRUST 


lyMOCRACY'S greatest enemies 
*~ are hatred and distrust. No 
amount of idealism can win the 
world back to normalcy so long as 
these exist. They are the termites 
of war that eat the soul from the 
living body of freedom, liberty and 
a happy way of life. 


Peace is an idle dream while these 


enemies of mankind do their worst. 
Said one of the dictators of Eu- 
rope: "We must learn to hate our 
enemy more!" The groundwork of 
all war is that of hatred and dis- 
trust. 


These, too, become the ground- 


work of all dissension, no matter 
where they spring to life and ac- 
tivity. And behind these two mon- 
sters of tragedy grins that *other 
monster of self-interest. No wars 
are possible without them all. 


You can have no friend that you 


hate or distrust. If nations loved 
each other and trusted each, other, 
wars would be impossible, and all 
nationalities would live together 
happily and co-operate for the good 
of all.

14 — Fifteen 


of the 67 counties of Pennsylvania 
cut their county tax rate this year 
and only five found it necessary 
to impose an Increase, a survey by 
the State Department of Internal 
Affairs disclosed today. 


The remaining counties retained 


their 1940 millage. 


Bradford 
County accomplished 


the greatest reduction, 71 per cent— 
from seven mills to two. Clarion was 
next with a cut of 52 per cent. 


Other counties which, lowered 


their rates were Butler from four 
to three mills, Crawford from five 
to three, Franklin from. 3 to 2.5, 
Greene from 5.5 to S.^Indiana from 
9.5 to 9, Jefferson from 
7" to 6, 


Lebanon from 2 to 1,75, MeKean 
from 5 to 3, Mercer from 6.5 to 5, 
Monroe from 8 to 6, Northumber- 
land and Perry from 8 to 7, Schuyl- 
kill from 8.4 to 8. " 


Increases were levied in Beaver 


from 5 to 7 mills, Berks from 325 
to 425, Bucks from 3 to 3.5, Fulton 
from 6 to 8, Lackawanna from 4.4 
to 6. 


The department said much of the 


decrease in county tax rates, notice- 
able for the past three annual budget 
periods, could be attributed to a re- 
duction to debt service payments. 
In addition, county expenses for 
highway and charitable purposes 
have declined as more of this bur- 
den was taken on by the state and 
federal governments.

•* the Revolutionary %oldiers in 
the Low Dutch Cemetery 
(Os- 


borne's), we would like to give a 
brief history of the Low Dutch Sefe 
tlement, to order that you maybet^ 
ter understand the background of 
the .people who lie buried to the old 
cemetery of the now non-existant 
colony. 


Of course our main source of ma- 


terial is the article written by the 
Rev. Dr. Demarest, an early pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church at Get- 
tysburg. 
Briefly the facts are a*, 


follows: 
»- 


In 1664 when New Amsterdam be- 


came New York many of the Dutch 
people, who had made the new world 
city their home, returned to Hol- 
land, but an even larger number 
emigrated to New Jersey. The rea- 
son for this was then- hatred for 
the English rule. The ones who 
settled to New Jersey lived mainly 
to the counties of Bergan, Somer- 
set, and Essex. They appeared to 
be a rather migratory people so 
some of them to order to better 
their condition later moved from 
N*6w Jersey into Pennsylvania. Be- 
tween 1768 and 1800 these Dutch- 
men from Bergan and Somerset 
Counties moved westward to a 
Caravan of 150 families (some 700 
people all told) to the vicinity of 
Conewago and- Hanover, then to 
York, now to Adams County. 


This Low Dutch Settlement to 


what is now Adams County extend- 
ed from about two miles east of the 
present town of Hunterstown, from 
a point near Pines Church, to a 
southwesterly direction crossing 
what is now the Lincoln Way East 
near Duttera's Station extending 
along a somewhat dismal road which j 
is still called the "Low Dutch Road" j 
to the Baltimore Pike and down 
the Pike to what is now Two Tav- 
erns, with a few scattered "planta- 
tions" west of the Pike.

This 
church was located along what is 
now the Lincoln Way East, near 
Duttera's Station, 'a little back from 
the road, about one-half mile from 
.the" graveyard: Ifwaglerected on 
a piece of land that had been pa- 
tented, and was barnlike to struc- 
ture, weather-boarded, with a stone 
foundation. 
From authentic rec- 


ords we have a plan of the struc- 
ture and the order of the seating 
of a few of the members. There was 
a stove on either side of the mam 
entrance, while opposite the dcor 
was the pulpit, shaped like a wine 
glass and very high. There was a 
broad centre aisle and narrow ones 
at the wall with a bench all the 
way around the church. A large 
space to front of the pulpit provided 
ample room for the celebration of 
Communion, which service was held 
every three months. 


We think that the notes on the 


seating arrangements for the early 
members are more than interesting 
and we are going to give them to 
full as follows: "The Brtokerhoffs 
occupied seats to the right of the 
entrance near the back of the 
church. In front of them half way 
up the aisle were the Monforts, then 
the Demarees. Van Arsdales and 
Conovers. To the left of the en- 
trance opposite the Monforts were 
the Cassetts. The VanDykes were 
near the front on the left and the 
Bantas to the corner of the church 
at the minister's right. All to a 
row at the minister's right were 
the Elders and to the left the 
Deacons." 


The book containing the baptismal 


records of this congregation is now 
to the possession of the Dauphin 
County Historical Society at Har- 
risburg. Pa. The first baptism list- 
is that of Antje. the daughter of 
Ammermon and VanXadalen to the 
>ear 1769. These records cover a 
period extending from 1769 to 1793. 
and from them we would assume 
that there must have been at least 
150 families to the colony. 


The early ministers who supplied 


this charge were, in the main, from 
New Brunswich. One of the most 
notable was the Rev. J. R. Harden- 
berg. the first president of Queen's 
(now Rutger's) College. Rev. Boch- 
me and the Rev. John Christopher 
Gobrecht. the Reformed minister at 
Hanover, served as supplies here on 
various occasions. In 1772-1788 the 
congregation had a pastor from 
their own people, the Rev. Cornelias 
Casine. and he was followed by the 
Rev 
George Bunkerhoaf 
(1789- 


1793 >. the first man to be admitted 
to the ministry of the Dutch Re- 
formed Church without credentials 
from Holland, the mother country. 


As time passed the settlement be- 


gan to break up. and the people 
again emigrated — some to New 
York and some to Kentucky. A few 
r'-mained, but they were greatly to 
the minority 
The old graveyard 


alone still exists, a memorial to our 
early Dutch settiers.

Treasurer Named 


To Counsel 


[By the Associated Press} 


Washington, June 14—The U.S. 


Senate may hear more of Pennsyl- 
vania's Inter-party politics on Mon- 
day when it calls up the nomination 
of Luther Karr, Philadelphia city 
treasurer, to be Federal Coal Con- 
sumers' counsel. 


Senator James J. Davis has indi- 


cated 'he may have something to say 
to the Senate about Harr's plan to 
retain "his municipal job until his 
term explfes at the end of this year. 
His position'is that the federal post 
needs undivided attention, even if 
Harr takes no federal salary. Davis 
is not expected to en^t a formal 
objection and force a test vote. 


If. He Does, Guffey Will Reply 
However, if the republican sen- 


ator takes the floor he probably will 
draw a reply from his democratic 
colleague, Senator Joseph P. Guffey, 
Hair's sponsor. 


Guffey would only say, "I'll meet 


the situation, when it arises," but 
his friends predict he will search for 
political implications in any speech 
Davis may make on the subject. 
Harr's resignation, democrats point 
out, would turn over the city treas- 
urership and its accompanying pat- 
ronage to the Pennsylvania repub- 
lican governor. 


Blocked Harr's Confirmation 


Davis blocked Harr's confirmation 


last Monday by the expedient of 
asking for a quorum call when the 
Harr nomination came up. Davis' 
own party leader, Senator McNary 
(R-Ore), protested that many sena- 
tors had left the capital for the day 
with the understanding no more 
business of a controversial nature 
would be discussed or decided. After 
fumbling around and off-the-record 
conversations the quorum call re- 
quest was withdrawn and an agre'e- 
ment reached that the Harr nomi- 
nation would be disposed of on 
Monday. 


Democrats Blocked Davis 


Earlier to the day, Davis* bill to 


establish an anthracite research 
laboratory was called up but it was 
passed over on the objection of one 
democratic senator. It will come up 
again whenever the majority leader 
decides to call for action on the 
regular Senate calendar. 


Until the Harr nomination is con- 


firmed it is probable the laboratory 
bill will stay on the calendar. An 
objection to block it is easily ar- 
ranged and an attempt to push it 
through without Guffey's approval 
probably would be futile because of 
the traditional power accorded by 
the Senate to committee chairmen. 


Guffey happens to be chairman of 


the Mines and Mining Committee 
which allowed the anthracite bill to 
go on the Senate calendar.

UNTIL MONDAY 


FDR Awaits Full Re- 
port From American 


Consul 


[By the Associated Press] 


Woshlngton, June 
14 — Wide- 


spread congressional support ap- 
peared developing today for what- 
ever protests and demands the State 
Department may dispatch to Ger- 
many as a result of the sinking 
of the American merchant ship 
Robin Moore by a submarine. 


Sumner Welles, undersecretary of 


state, declared today in a discussion 
of Berlin statements, that Ameri- 
cans "have never been impressed by 
what they regard as bluster or 
threats." 


He made that statement In reply 


to newspapermen's queries concern- 
ing the attitude of the United 
States on a German spokesman's 
threat that any ship carrying con- 
traband to England would be sunk 


The Facts and Issues 


The facts and issues, Welles de- 


clared, are That an American mer- 
chant ship in accordance with the 
traditional historical policy of this 
country on the high seas, engaged in 
peaceful commerce, was sunk in the 
middle of the Atlantic Ocean far 
removed from any combat area. 


The American vessel, Welles em- 


phasized, did not carry any cargo 
which was prohibited by American 
law or which was considered con- 
traband by the United States and 
the cargo was not destined for any 
port to a combat zone. 


That vessel, the undersecretary 


declared, had on board American 
citizens, including women and a 
child, who he said were forced to 
take to small life boats, counter to 
all international law, international 
morality and humanity. 


Senator Barkley, the democratic 


leader, said he thought a protest 
note ought to De sent immediately 
and asserted he found it hard to 
believe the submarine commander 
sank the vessel "without some ad- 
vice from higher authority." 


Wait for an Explanation? 


A leading critic of administra- 


tion foreign policy. Senator Wheel- 
er. (D-Mont), described the inci- 
dent as "something I would de- 
nounce." He said, however, that he 
thought "at least we ought to await 
an explanation before we jump at 
conclusions—if there is an explana- 
tion." 


Senator Glass (D-Va) declared 


that if it was proved beyond ques- 
tion that Germany was responsible 
for the sinking "they ought to be 
made to pay for it." 


Glass Is Warlike 


"You 
know what my views 


are," he told newsmen. 
"I 


think we ought to go over there 
and shoot hell out of every U- 
boat. I've said that before and 
I still believe it." 
In well-taformed quarters it was 


predicted that Secretary Hull's first 
move would be to dispatch to Ber- 
lin a note of strong protest citing 
Germany's treaty pledges governing 
the sinking of merchant ships and 
also asking an immediate and forth- 
right ..explanation of the Robin 
Moor incident.

In 1664 when New Amsterdam be­ 
came New York many of the Dutch 
people, who had made the new world 
city their home, returned to Hol­ 
land, but an even larger number 
emigrated to New Jersey. The rea­ 
son for this was their hatred for 
the English rule. 
The ones who 
.settled in New Jersey lived mainly 
in the counties of Bergan, Somer­ 
set, and Essex. 
They appeared to 
be a rather migratory people so 
some of them in order to better 
their condition later moved from 
Mew Jersey into Pennsylvania.

Washington—Aside from the pure- 


ly speculative possibilities of what 
will happen to Joe Farmer tomorrow 
as result of the war and national 
defense, there are three known fac- 
tors which make the farm situation 
generally look brighter than it has 
In some years; 


These are: (1) Greatly improved 


consumer demand to the United 
States and the assurance that this 
demand will go on Increasing at 
least throughout the year; (2) a 
considerable increase in exports of 
certain farm products as a result of 
the lend-lease program; (3) the 
highest farm wage rates since Jan- 
uary. '1931, when the depression 
knocked farming for a loop. 


I'm going to take the third first. 


Joe Farmer cannot pay high wages 
unless he is making money or sees 
tha_t he is g.oing to make—money. 
Yet, according to the agricultural 
marketing service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, he paid wages 
in the first quarter of 1941 that 
were seven times the normal sea- 
sonal rise; 138 per cent of the 1910- 


- -14 average and 14 per cent above a 
• year ago. 


Some Farms Lack Hands 


These wage rates range all the 


way from less than $1 a day (with- 
out board) in Georgia and South 
Carolina to around $3.15 a day 
fwithoiit board) in Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. The farm labor 
situation still is spotted and it is 
almost impossible to generalize, but 
in some areas there is an acute 
shortage of farm labor—a far cry 
from a year or so ago when so many 
states were crying, for federal aid 
to cope with the excessive drifts of 
farm labor. 


Exactly what the lend-lease pro- 


gram is doing to the farmer can't 
be put down in black and red, be- 
cause it's a "military secret." A De- 
partment of Agriculture executive 
told me "just what foods are being

bought for or by the democracies 
and the time of transfer will never 
be revealed by the Department of 
Agriculture." 


But let's look at the record. Great 


Britain, shortly after the lend-lease 
bill was passed, made known to this 
country not only what military sup- 
plies would be needed but what 
foodstuffs would be needed. In the 
weeks since then the need for farm 
products has become more acute. 
The Red Cross is making demands 
also. Just what these demands are' 
Is not known and exactly how they 
. are being answered is not known. 
But there are some significant fig- 
ures. 


First, it IS known that Great i 


Britain particularly is in need for 
fats, poultry products and canned 


• goods. 
(They ,have promised also 


to take some tobacco, but this can- 
not be leally important until the 
amount they will take is known.) 
The Department of Agriculture is 
doing two .things. It is placing a 
"floor" under hogs at $9 a 100 
pounds (Chicago basis); under dairy 
products (on the basis of 31 cents a 
pound for butter, also Chicago); live 


. chickens at 15 cents a pound and 


eggs at 22 cents a dozen. It prom- 
ises continuation of the com loan 
program through this year and 
next; .to make loan corn available 
to producers at the loan rate plus 
certain carrying charges; to set no 
marketing quotas for the 1941 crop; 
and to allow producers in the com- 
mercial corn producing areas to pro- 
duce their usual acreage. 
That 


solves the feed problem and with 
this assurance of reasonable feed 
prices and a "floor"' on sales prices, 
the farmer can pretty well see his 
way clear for at least the next two 
years. 


Fun Stream On the Farm 


Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 


is asking a 6 per cent increase in 
egg production in the next 15 
months: a 15 per cent increase in 
chicks this fall and next spring; a 
6 to 8 per cent increase in dairy 
products, principally cheese, evap- 
orated milk and dried skim milk; a 
50 per cent increase in tomatoes for 
canning: increases in acreage of 
peas, corn and snap beans; a 35 
per cent increase in production of 
dry edible beans of the white vari- 
ety; a vast increase in pork, both 
through a feeding and breeding of 
sows, and immediate inOTease in 
beef cattle slaughter to meet the 
present demand for meats.

THE AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY: 


THE COMING OF AGE OF CAPI- 
TALISM'S FAVORITE CHILD," 
by E. D. Kennedy (Reynal & 
Hitchcock: $3.50). 


D. KENNEDY'S "The Auto- 
mobile Industry" is the clear- 


est and best written statement of 
the things which have happened in 
the industry that I have read. It 
seems incredible, but Mr. Kennedy 
actually has made the whole thing 
read as easily as a good novel, and 
this without losing either the thread 
of his argument or the meat, of his 
research. 


He touches mildly on the techni- 


cal advances made, but his story, 
is primarily that of the financial 
and economic factors as they change 
and change again under the fluid 
conditions, of the last 40 years. It 
is 
a 
double-barreled 
story—the 


swing from individualism to huge 
combinations, 
arid -the change 


wrought by the industry on life 
itself. 


In 'the early 1900s anyboHy with 


sufficient ingenuity to put together 
a contraption that would cover 
ground, and a few thousand dol- 
lars with which to buy material, 
could and did become a motor car 
manufacturer. 
Oddly 
enough, a 


great many companies made good 


money on just this shoestring- in 
the first decade of she century. 
Then came a man named purant, 
whose ingenuity was not mechanical; 
but monopolistic. He began buying 
up companies for something now 
known as General Motors—indeed, 
in the very year of the famous 
Model T, Durant could have bought 
out Ford for eight million dollars, 
if he could have found anybody 
willing to lend that sum. A year 
or two later no money could have 
induced Ford to sell. 


But along came the World War, 


and in its wake a curious situation 


1 in which a dozen or so independent 


j manufacturers were competing with 
! two colossal manufacturers: General 
Motors and Ford. 
A little later 


Chrysler reached a high position. 
By 1929 it was a foregone conclu- 
sion, Mr. Kennedy • indicates, that 
the day of most independent manu- 
facturers was not a happy day. Only 
Chrysler, he says, made a real vir- 
tue of the depression—he was mak- 
ing more money in 1936 than in 1929.

Cap- 
tain Peabody's problem is a tricky 
one—he must certainly keep out 
of the hands of the British and 
therefore he must avoid battle un- 
der any circumstances which would 
entail the possibility of defeat or 
capture. And yet he must, in or- 
der to plague the enemy, stay al- 
ways in reach and take every sort 
of chance. 


Eventually this lands Mr. For- 


ester's astute hero in Martinique 
and in a very odd predicament in- 
deed. He emerges from a good deal 
of nice clean prose with a wife 
and a British "uncle" and his 
colors still flying—and if anybody 
thinks it is a simple matter to pro- 
duce a book like this, let him try 
it.

The tide of divergent stories of 


strained relations between Berlin 
and Moscow brought from Russia, 
herself, a series of denials which, 
backhandedly, confirmed at least 
one of the reports. 


The Soviet government declared 


last night that German troops were 
being moved toward Russia's western 
frontier, but denied that the So- 
viet Union had any reason to ex- 
pect a fight, or that Germany had 
made any new demands. 


The Soviet statement said "it 


should be assumed" the German 
troop movements had no bearing on 
relations between the countries, and 
added that Red Army movements 
also were only training maneuvers. 


Meanwhile German military at- 


taches showed their latest blitzkrieg 
movies of the Balkan and African 
campaigns, to the Moscow diplo- 
matic corps and Russian officers. 


British and American Blockade 
The Ukraine angle of Soviet- 


German relations also was reported 
in Madrid by the Berlin corre- 
spondent 
of the Spanish News 


Agency. EFE, who said new Russian 
concessions which would give the 
Reich 
"complete 
economic inde- 


pendence of the British arid Ameri- 
can blockades" were expected. 


The negotiations, EFE'S corre- 


spondent reported, were backed up 
by "several motorized divisions"' of 
Nazi troops along the Soviet fron- 
tier. 


The British Guess 


The British looked on with un- 


concealed interest and

these divergent views: 


1. That Soviet Russia and Ger- 


many may be headed for a military 
clash which would divert German 
strength from the battle of Britain. 


A strong RAF force once again 


bombed the berths of the German 
battleships Scharnhorst and Gneise- 
nau at Brest.
